The last nation on earth likely to be ac­ 
cused of parsimony or avarice is tins of ours. 
We are not altogether oblivious to tho fact 
that the expeose of maintaining a republican 
is incomparably less than that of keeping up a 
monarchical form of government. 
That use­ 
less scion of royalty, the Prince of Wales, re- 
celves a salary for doing nothing in particular 
with which the stipend of our President will 
bear no comparison.

As Lord Dundreary would remark in bis 
puttied fashion, “ No fellah ” can tell what inde­ 
scribably silly questions will find audience and 
consideration at the hands of otherwise sane 
and sensible mcu. The alternate sunshine and 
snow of eight summers'and winter# have fallen 
upon the grave of Abraham Lincoln, but the 
note and query tribe have not jc t brought in 
a verdict upon the matter of his religion. 
If 
the items of a man’s creed may Ik- likened to 
any material formation the dead President 
might wisely Ii ive given commandment con­ 
cerning his body in .Shakespeare's famous 
words about his own, 
“ Blessed be he who ajian*# these stone.*, 
And cursed be he who moves my bone*.” 
t i n early life, and even at the time of his 
leaving Springfield for Washington, Mr. Lin­ 
coln was an avowed infidel, and we do not 
know of any evidence to show that he* after­ 
ward became a Christian iu the technical 
sense. 
Beyond doubt be had hours of unusu­ 
al moral exaltation, experienced flashes of en­ 
thusiasm, and, at times, felt those wonderful 
upliftings of the soul to eternal principles, 
which are more or less the projierty of all meu 
of spiritual teriqierament among dramatic sur­ 
roundings. 
Whether the passage of such 
moods over tho surface of the inner life con­ 
stitutes an index to a valid “ religious ” con- 
clition of heart or not, is a problem we do not 
think it worth while to waste breath in 
canvassing. 
During the few years just previ­ 
ous to his acceptance of the Presidency,as well 
as through tho awful years in which he held 
it, Mr. Lincoln’s time and mind were occupied 
exclusively with affairs so imminently and ter­ 
ribly practical that he probably gave but little 
attention to ologies or ethics except in pre- 
cisely so far as recurring events suggested or 
illustrated them. 
Honest Old Alae must, how­ 
ever, whatever be tho opinions entertained on 
this suhjeot by people all the way from Dr. 
Holland down to Lawyer Herndon, be credited 
with at least one Christian virtue—that of 
patience. 
While in office he was surrounded 
and overwhelmed by a croaking multitude of 
•elf-appointed interviewers aud advisers— 
political, social and religious. 
Tile conven­ 
tionally “overworked” clergyman from a rich 
city church, being let loose on life to pick up 
a stray “experience," and proceeding-straight 
to the capital iu search of it, was dead sure to 
call on a really “overworked” man—Abraham 
Lincoln. 
In the conversation which followed, 
brief and fragmentary though it almost always 
was, the pilgrim invariably managed to ex­ 
tract something from the bored Executive 
which was subsequently twisted to look like a 
confession of faith. 
We would wish Mr. Lin­ 
coln to have been a Christian as we would and 
do desire the same for every man; but in his 
case, in the absence of his own affirmation, 
which we would accept as the sole evidence 
possible upon a question involving a creed, 
we deprecate the whole discussion as neither 
honorable to his memory uor creditable to 
those who seriously engage in it. 
Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s official record is the nation's property, 
and the nation is proud of it; his religious 
ideas and experiences are not our property, 
and they who insist upon overhauling them 
•hould engage in the Cognate business of dig­ 
ging up dead bodies for the dissection table— 
a wise Creator having manifestly ordained 
them to that end.

What monsters this mighty Nimrod may have 
met and vanquished in his recent journey it is 
yet impossible to say. 
And, indeed, nothing 
more definite and certain \yill appear after his 
lecture; for no man can tell the truth in 
broken English. 


Mr. Beecher declares iu a recent lecture that 
‘Only one man in four earns as much as he 
eats.” If that is so the burden of the unpaid 
expense must fall on the other man, as it is 
certain it must be paid by somebody. 
The

the time. 
This wo do not dispute, but when 
he tells us that sickness is always a social 
waste and loss, we differ from him altogether. 
Unless the chief end of man is to keep strong 
aDd make money for himself or for some one 
else, which neither we nor Mr. Beecher be­ 
lieves, then sickness i3 to be classed with 
thóse other apparent calamities which do final­ 
ly produce nervism, manliness, patience and 
courage. 
And if these are not elements of 
riches, we don’t know what things arc.

but the mean, unprincipled way in which the 
money was voted and obtained. 
It will be 
remembered that several times during the ses­ 
sion of the previous Congress attempts were 
made to pass the Salary-Grab as a separate 
measure, all of which failed.

mained for reconsideration, recommitments 
and such like legislative surgery, the obnox 
lous law was passed as an attachment to the 
appropriation bill. 
Not the money which was

which the wretched scarecrow rode past the 
judges’ stand, perched on the back of a good 
horse. 
The last nation on earth likely to be ac 
cused of parsimony or avarice is this of ours 
We are not altogether oblivious to the fact 
that the expense of maintaining a republican 
ia incomparably less thau that of keeping up a 
monarchical form of government. 
That use 
less scion of royalty, the Prince of Wales, re 
ceive3 a salary for doing nothing in particular 
with which the stipend of our President will 
bear no comparison. 
We are all willing to 
give our government officers, members 
Congress and all the rest adequate compensa 
tion, but they must first hear from the people 
on the subject, vote an independent bill through 
on its merits, and then take the responsibility 
like men. 
That is all. 


A I t e l i g io u s A u io jis y . 
As Lord Dundreary would remark in his 
puzzled fashion, “ No fellah ” can tell what inde­ 
scribably silly questions will find audience and 
consideration at the hands of otherwise sane 
and sensible men. The alternate sunshine and 
snow of eight summers‘and winters have fallen 
upon the grave of Abraham Lincoln, but the 
note and query tribe have not yet brought in 
a verdict upon the matter of his religion, 
the items of a man’s creed may be likened to 
any material formation the dead President 
might wisely have given commandment con 
cerning his body in Shakespeare’s famous 
words about his own, 
*• B lessed be lie w ho sp ares th ese stones, 
A nd cursed be ho w ho m oves m y bones.” 
g in early life, and even at the time of his 
leaving Springfield for Washington, Mr. Lin 
coin was an avowed infidel, and we do not 
know of any evidence to. show that lie after- 
ward became a Christian iu the technical 
sense. 
Beyond doubt he hail hours of unusu 
al moral exaltatioD, experienced flashes of ea 
thusiasm, and, at times, felt those wonderful 
upliftings of the soul to eternal principles, 
which are more or less the property of all men 
of spiritual temperament among dramatic sur­ 
roundings. 
Whether the passage of such 
moods over the surface of the iuncr life con 
stitutes an index to a valid “ religions M con 
dition of heart or not, is a problem we do not 
think it worth while to waste breath 
canvassing.

While in office he was surrounded 
and overwhelmed by a croaking multitude of 
self-appointed interviewers and advisers 
political, social and religious.

Mr. EDMUNDS moved that the House bill 
for the repeal of the bankruptcy act be read 
and referred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Mr. CONKLING said the Judiciary already 
had several bills to repeal that act, all of 
which had been read the first and second time. 
He suggested that the bill lie 011 the table for 
the present until the Judiciary should report. 
The bankruptcy act as it now stood, with its 
unusual methods of proceeding, with the op­ 
portunity it gives to individual creditors to 
control the sales of those who owe them, ought 
to be repealed or essentially modified and 
something should be done before the holiday 
recess, which would probably commence on 
Friday uext.

Mr. EDMUNDS moved to take up the House 
bill repealing the bankrupt act and refer it to 
the Judiciary Committee.

He did not believe that the 
President ought to be left at the expiration of 
his term to be impoverished by his position, 
as was the case of Thomas Jefferson—to be 
absolutely eaten out by social duties which 
his position as an ex-President imposed upon 
him, so that he should go to his grave utterly 
bankrupt. 
Mr. CLYMER of Pennsylvania said that the 
tone aud temper in which this whoie question 
had been discussed had beeu one of crimina­ 
tion and recrimination. 
It had been done in 
a temper which had done nothing for them­ 
selves and nothing for the country to, add 
either to the confidence or pleasure with which 
the result would be received by the country. 
Mr. TREMAIN cf New York moved to 
amend 
Hale’s amendment 
by 
excluding 
from the effect of the bill the Vice President, 
Secretaries of State, Treasury, War, Navy, In ­ 
terior, Attorney General, Postmaster-General 
and Speaker or the House of Representatives. 
He said he concurred entirely in the sentiment 
expressed by Hale that the President’s salary 
stood upon an entirely difierent ground from 
that of members of the House. 
The discussion was continued by Dawes, 
Halo of Maine, Wood of New York, Lowe of 
Kansas and Storm of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. TREMAIN, at the request of Speaker 
Blaine* modified his amendment so as to omit 
the Speaker from the scope of it. The amend­ 
ment was then rejected—yeas 79, nays 193. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts 011 his name 
being called said that under the instructions 
of his state he voted aye. 
Th»«(taeslion then recurred on Mr. Hale's 
amendment in reference to tho President's 
salary, and it was rejected—yeas 70, nays 186. 
Mr. POLAND of Vermont offered an amend­ 
ment requiring members of the present Con­ 
gress who received back-pay as members of 
the last Congress to relamí by moutbly reduc­ 
tions and directing the Treasurer to commu­ 
nicate the passage of this bill to ex-members 
of the last Congress and to cover into the 
Treasury money that should be returned. 
Mr. BECK of Kentucky asked Mr. Poland 
whether Congress had any power to take from 
ex-members the money drawn by them as 
back-pay. 
Mr. POLAND replied that his amendment 
did not propose to do so. 
Mr. BECK—Then if they have as much right 
to retain it as the President has to retain his 
why undertake to insult them behind their 
backs and not dare to put the same proposi­ 
tion to the President? 
Mr. POLAND went on to speak to this 
amendment.

Speaker said he did not sit as a judicial 
officer to decide on constitutional questions. 
If be ruled out everything that he tonsldered 
uncon-titntional his duties would be very 
much enlarged.

The question was taken on Mr. Holman's 
amendment and it was agreed to—yeas 156, 
nays 101. 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee offered an 


amendment to except from tbe propoietl re* 
and i 
ductlon employees of Congress and spoke In 
support of that proposition. 
The amendment 
was rejected without the yeas aud uávs. 
Mr. BUTLER of M assachusetts moved to 
amend by adding a proviso requiring all mem- 
benrwho had also been m em bers of preceding 
Congresses and in which th ey had received 
back-pay to return the sam e to the Treasury. 
He held that the proposition w as logical, but 
he appealed to the House to 
come up to the 
m atter 3quarely and like m en and support a 
substitute which would be ottered for the whole 
bill by the gentleman from Dlinols (Mr. 
Hurlbut) fixing the salary a t S 6,000, to take 
effect from the passage of tbo act. (Criw of 
“Good! Good!” “That is r i g h t !”) 
The question was taken v iv a voce oo But­ 
ler’s amendment and it was carried by 113 
to 70. 
Mr. nURLBUT of Illinois then 0tiered the 
following as a substitute for th e whole bill: 


S e c t io n 1, That from aud after the passage

provisions of said act approved March 3d 
1873, which shall have or m ay come into hi 
possession by the return thereof. 
Mr. IIURLBUT moved the previous question 
ou his substitute. 
Mr. DAWES endeavored to get in a propo- 
6ition to subitilute the bill as reported by the 
committee under Orth's instructions. 
On Hurlbut’s substitute b ein g again read it 
appeared that it had been changed after it 
was tirst offered by fixing th o salary of the 
Speaker anil Vice President a t $9,000 and 
$8,000. 
Mr. Dawes called attention to it and 
claimed that lie had the rig b t to debate tlie 
proposition in its present form . 
The Speaker 
rilled that the point was well taken. 
Mr. DAWES animadverted on the impro­ 
priety of changing without th e knowledge of

Tlie SPEAKER directed the Clerk to report 
the substitute iu its original shape and sub­ 
mitted it to the House in th at shape 
The House seconded, 141 to 48, the previous 
question on Hurlbut’.s substitute and the main 
question was ordered—yeas 167, nays 105 
The question was taken on substituting Mr. 
Hurlbul’s proposition for the pending bill and 
all the amendments thereto a u d it was, amid 
much excitement and after several changes of 
votes from no to aye, ag reed to—yeas 13S, 
noes 130. 
A motion to reconsider w as made aud laid 
ou the table, the ayes and n a y s havitig been 
refused on the latter motion. 
Mr. W. R. ROBERTS of N ew York then 
moved to adjourn. 
(Cries of “ No! No!” and 
much confusion and excitem ent.) 
Mr. HALE of Maine rose to close tlie de­ 
bate, but was met with cries of “Vote! Vote I” 
Points of order were raised by several mem­ 
bers that Hale had lost his rig h t to tiie floor, 
another bill having been substituted for his. 
The points were overruled an d Mr. líale in­ 
sisted on liis right to speak and proceeded 
amid much noise and confusion to state why 
ho considered that tiie substitute was no 
proper response to the dem ands of the country 
for the substantial repeal of th e law of las't 
Congress. 
He characterized it as an evasion 
of the public voice anil stated that if his liiH 
went to the wall a proposition involving a 
clean, 
straightforward, 
substantial repeal 
would lie introduced on die first Monday the 
House would be in session, and he believed 
that it would pass the H ouse and satisfy an 
indignant country. 
A =haip debate continued fo r some time fur­ 
ther, when, in reply to various questions the 
Speaker stated that if tlie H ouse refused to 
order tlie bill to a third read in g the bill would 
fall, but that if it was ordered to a third read­ 
ing the previous question w ould then be ex­ 
hausted anil a motion m ight b e interposed to 
recommit tlie bill with instructions to report 
back forthwith another bill. 
The House then proceeded to vote on or­ 
dering the bill to bo engrossed anil read tlie 
third time. 
It was ordered by 159 veas to 105 
nays. 
Mr. nURLBUT then got control of ihemeasi 
tire aud yielded the floor to Mr. Butler, who 
made one of iiis characteristic speeches. lie 
spoke of the liowl of the newspapers as hav­ 
ing been provoked because th e ir dirty sheets 
were not allowed to go through the mails free. 
It was on that account that Congress had been 
pursued by forty-jackass mud power. Trouble 
bad arisen from the fact that members did not 
stand together, but that they le t men up there 
(pointing to tlie reporters’ gallery) who lived 
by tho bounty of Congress write diatribes 
against them and blacken them all over 
until 
the 
whole world 
-vas 
made 
to 
believe that 
members 
of 
Congress are 
worse than other men 
in stead of being, 
as they were, chosen of tlie n atio n and better 
as a class than men in any o th e r profession— 
clergymen, lawyers or d o cto rs—for when a 
clergyman got into Congress h e was not spe­ 
cially conspicuous for virtue a n y more than the 
rest of them were. 
(L aughter.) 
He argued 
that the salary fixed by the a c t of the 3d of 
March, 1873, was not too high. 
At tlie close of Butler's speech tlie previous 
question was demanded by H urlbut and sec­ 
onded. 
The question was then taken by yeas 
and nays on ordering tlie m ain question, after 
notice by tlie Speaker that bis was a jioint 
where, if tlie jirevious question was not order­ 
ed, a motion to recommit tho bill would be in 
order. 
Tlie main question w as ordered—yeas 
131, nays 130. 
The question was then on tho passage of the 
bill. 
The yeas and nays were demanded but 
were refused and tha bill was passed on divis­ 
ion, 122 to 74. 
A motion to reconsider was 
made and laid on tlie table a n d then at 9 
o’clock tlie House adjourned.

The committee appointed by the Board of 
Supervisors of Dutchess county to visit the 
state penitentiary at Albany to renew the con­ 
tract for the care of Dutchess county prisoners 
in that Institution fulfilled the duties assigned 
them on Monday of this week. 
Albany wa* reached at about I I*. M., when 
the committee became seated in a carriage 
and were at once driven to the Institution. 
They were kindly received by Capt. Lewis D. 
Pilsbury, chief manager, and at once ushered 
Soto his handsome office. 
Mr. Pilsbury is a 
youngish gentleman aud resembles his father, 
the late Amos Pilsbury, very much. He has a 
keen eye, is very’courteous and gentlemanly 
in his bearing, and iii** expression of ins coun­ 
tenance and bis steady inquiring gaze show 
taat he is a deep student of tinman nature. 
The nature of the business of the committee 
was made known al once aud thou commenced 
a conversation upon prison nutters, all of 
which was very Interesting. 
There are ut the 
present time about 660 inmates in the peniten­ 
tiary, quite a number of them being colored 
persous, and a large number females. 
There 
are about thirty Ku Klux prisoners there yet, 
and Mr. Pilsbury state* that they are well­ 
behaved and give no trouble whatever. 
The 
always odious *tri|>ed uniform is not worn at 
the penitentiary, but instead a dark jacket 
and light pantaloons. 
Mr. PiUbory argues 
that the prisoner* will do better without. 
He 
claims that after they are sentenced and con­ 
fined it is not prudent to heap more shame 
and humiliation upon them because it does no 
gooJ, but g o o far towards breaking down their 
spirits and preventing them from taklug heart 
for the future. 
After the conversation iii Mr. PiUbury’s of­ 
fice, that gentleman escorted the committee 
through the room* of the penitentiary, and it 
was then tiiat the splendid discipline of the in- 
itiiuiion was noticeable. In one room 200 in­ 
mates were engaged in making shoes. 
When 
the door opened, letting the visitors in, we ex­ 
pected to (iud nearly every bead turned to 
look at us, bul not oue turned, not an eye 
raised. aud for all Ae could see, our ingress 
was uot known. 
It was astonishing to wit­ 
ness how hard each man worked, lf each one 
had bad orders to do two day* work In two 
tours, they could not have worked harder; 
and iii that way they work all day long, mouth 
rn and month out, getting no pay, no encour­ 
agement, aud having no hope only for the 
speedy arrival of liberty. 
They are not allowed to decorate their cells 
ss at Sing Sing, and as a consequence the 
bare, white, clean walls of their narrow sleep­ 
ing place are as a blank to them. In oue cell, 
however, hung a photograph of two little chil­ 
dren. 
The occupant of the cell was their 
lathes. 
Ile is under a leu years’ sentence for 
forging a bond. 
Ile begged so piteously for 
the privilege of keeping the picture of his chil­ 
dren in full view, that the kind hearted «iq»er- 
lutendent allowed iiimio do so. 
The chapel attached to th** penitentiary is a 
very large room, utid thither the prisoners go 
on Sundays to listen to divine teaching*. They 
have also an evening school connected with 
the penitentiary, and it i* doing a power of 
good, aud should receive the greatest encour­ 
agement. 


The committee made another contract lin­ 
er the same terms aa last year, and theo bade 
kind hearted Capt. Pilsbury adieu. We should 
judge {rom the excellent condition of the in­ 
fla tio n and the wonderful discipline exhibit­ 
ed, that “ the mamie of the father had fallen 
opon the son "—Poughkeepsie Eagle Vee.

In the case of The People va. Jacob Gluttel the 
Jury rendered a verdict of not guilty. 
As the 
verdict wa* given tile audience applauded, but 
were promptly checked br the court. 
On Wednesday morning the. first case tried 
was that of 7he People vs. John Bradley. 
The prisoner is Indicted Jointly with one John 
Keely for burning the barn of Peter D. Scbooo- 
maker, near the village of Saugerties, on the 
night of the 3d of July lait. 
It was decided 
to try the prisoners separately. The attorneys 
in the case were District Attorney Carpenter 
and C. Whittaker for the people; F. L. West­ 
brook for the prisoner. 
This cafe dragged 
through nearly the whole day on the part of 
the prosecution ulone. 
Tho evidence was 
that the barn was burned and the two men 
had been seen near by that night. 
The Dis­ 
trict Attorney then offered to put John Keely 
on the stand to prove a statem ent claimed to 
h ive been made by Bradley the night of the 
fire, that he meant to burn the barn, aud did 
burn it. 
The prisoner’s counsel strenuously 
obiected to this evidence, claiming Keely could 
not be a witness so loug as there was au in. 
dictuient against him. * After considerable 
argument the court decided to sustain the ob­ 
jection. 
The District Attorney then entered 
a nolle prosequi as against Keel}-, so lie could 
bo a witness. 
Keeiy refused to go on the 
witness stand until the court threatened to 
commit him, when he was sworn, but testified 
that ho know nothing whatever about the fire. 
He said lie and Bradley were together that 
night; that Bradley was drunk so he had to 
lead him along, but that Bradley said nm a 
word about burning Schoomnaker’s barn. He 
further said ho had signed and sworn to a 
paper, but was forced to do it. 
(This paper 
contained the statement of Keely that Bradley- 
wanted him to go along and burn the barn on 
Hie night iii question.) Th* court decided it 
was not proper evidence. 
Finally Hie witness 
was let go, having got iii* clearance without 
giv’ng any testimony against his companion. 
The constable was then called to prove a state­ 
ment by Bradley in presence of the constable, 
that Keeley had made statem ents in regard to 
tho burning of Hie barn. 
Tile constable’s tes­ 
timony was that Bradley said ii? had told one 
Mrs. Lewis they had fired the barn, but only 
did it iii fun. 
Prisoner’* counsel then asked 
the court lo instruct the Jury that there was 
not evidence sufficient to convict the prisoner. 
The court decided Hie case should go lo the 
jury. 
The defence then brought witnesses lo 
impeach the testimony of one Mrs. Lewis, 
a 
w itness of Hie prosecution. 
It seems the pris­ 
oner* that night went to the house of Mr*. 
Lewis, who runs a place that seems to lie 
somewhat fascinating to the youth of Sauger­ 
ties, ami the prisoners called al her house 
stating they were afraid lo go home because 
they had laid out a man on the street. It was 
shown quite decidedly that Mrs. Lewis was a 
Imd character. 
Counsel when summing up 
claimed a thousand dollars reward had been 
oflered by Hic village of Saugerties, aud to get 
this reward effort lead been made to convict 
the prisoner—even on Hie smallest particle of 
proof aguin-i him. 
Tim jury returned a ver­ 
dict of nm guilty. 
David B. Smith was then arraigned for en­ 
tering the house of Cornelius W. Leg? on the 
night of tho 17lh of last February, and taking 
therefrom some $ ‘>00. 
John Homnicl is in­ 
dicted jointly with Smith for the same offence. 
It is clslm oI that lbe=e two men, about eight 
o'clock on the night before mentio .rd,entered 
the house of Logg, who resides about eight 
miles from Saugerties, and said he didn’t pay 
t i l enough on bls bonds. 
They then pre­ 
sorted revolvers and robbed the bouse. There 
was no one in the house at the time except 
L e/g aud his housekeeper, Christina Lasher. 
Tho case wa* put dow n for trial Thursday af- 
teruoou at two o'clock. 
John Shanlon, charged with having made 
an assault on Constable Myers, wa* arraigned 
and p'ead not guilty.

T H E A L B A N Y P E N I T E N T I A R Y . 


V isit ot a Com m ittee from tlic D utchess 
C o u n ty B o ard of Su p ervisors—In ­ 
terestin g F a cts G e n e rally. 
The committee appointed by the Board of 
Supervisors of Dutchess county to visit the 
state penitentiary at Albany to renew the con­ 
tract for the care of Dutchess county prisouers 
In that institution fulfilled the duties assigned 
them on Monday of this week. 
Albany was reached at about 1 P. M., when 
the committee became sealed in a carriage 
and were at once driven to tiie institution. 
They were kindly received by Capt. Lewis D. 
Pilsbury, chief manager, and at once ushered 
into his handsome office. 
Mr. Pilsbury i3 a 
youngish gentleman and resembles his father, 
the late Amos Pilsbury, very much. He has a 
keen eye, is very‘courteous and gentlemanly 
iu his bearing, and the expression of his coun­ 
tenance and his steady inquiring gaze show 
that he is a deep student of human nature. 
The nature of the business of the committee 
was made known at once and then commenced 
a conversation upon prison matters, all of 
which was very interesting. 
There are at the 
present time about 650 inmates in the peniten­ 
tiary, quite a number of them being colored 
persons, and a large number females. 
There 
are about thirty Ku Klux prisoners there yet, 
and Mr. Pilsbury states that they are well- 
behaved and give no trouble whatever. 
The 
always odious striped uniform is not worn at 
the penitentiary, but in.slead a dark jacket 
and light pantaloons. 
Mr. Pilsbury urguo3 
that the prisoners will do better without. 
He 
claims that after they are sentenced and con­ 
fined it is not prudent to heap more shame 
and humiliation upon them because it doe3 no 
good, butgoes far towards breaking down their 
spirits and preventing them from taking heart 
for the future. 
¿After the conversation in Mr. Pilsbury’s of­ 
fice, that gentleman escorted the committee 
through the rooms of the penitentiary, and it 
was then that the splendid discipline of the in­ 
stitution was noticeable. In one room 200 in­ 
mates were engaged in making shoes. 
When 
the door opened, letting the visitors in, we ex­ 
pected to find nearly every bead turned to 
look at us, but not one turned, not an eye 
raised, and for all we could see, our ingress 
was not known. 
It was astonishing to wit- 
uess how hard each man worked. If each one 
had bad orders to do two days’ work iu two 
hours, they could not have worked harder; 
and in that way they work all day long, mouth 
in and month out, getting no pay, no encour­ 
agement, aud having no hope only for the 
speedy arrival of liberty. 
They are not allowed to decorate their cells 
as at Sing Sing, and as a consequence the 
bare, white, clean walls of their narrow sleep­ 
ing place are as a blank to them. In one cell, 
however, hung a photograph of two little chil­ 
dren. 
The occupant of the cell was their 
fatbet 
He is under a ten years’ sentence for 
forging a bond. 
lie begged so piteously for 
the privilege of keeping the picture of his chil­ 
dren in full view, that the kind hearted super­ 
intendent allowed him to do so. 
The chapel attached to the peniteutiary is a 
very large room, and thither the prisoners go 
on Sundays to listen to divine teachings. They 
have also an evening school connected with 
the penitentiary, and it is doing a power of 
good, and should receive the greatest encour­ 
agement. 
The committee made another contract un­ 
der the same terms as last year, and then bade 
kind hearted Capt. Pilsbury adieu. We should

Laying the Corner Stotie of the Great 
B rid g e — Im m ense Procession— lu i- 
presbivc Cerem onies— A Itlag- 
n llic e n t B a n q u e t— A G ran d 
T im e G en erally* 
The event of which so much has been said, 
written and published of late—the laying of 
the corner stone of the proposed great bridgo 
across the Hudson at Poughkeepsie—took 
place on Wednesday ut that lively city and 
was made a gala occasion by the enthusiastic 
inhabitants, who spared no pains to make the 
arrangements sneh as should sustain their 
well-known reputation for enterprise and hos­ 
pitality. 
Various committees had been ap­ 
pointed to arrange the numerous details, .and 
many invitations had been sent out to organi­ 
zations and prominent men in all parts of the 
country, the responses to which guaranteed an 
immense influx of visitors on the day appoint­ 
ed for the ceremonies. 
A large number of gentlemen belonging to 
the Masonic fraternity in this city, accepting 
the invitation tendered, started on Wednesday 
morning for Poughkeepsie, reaching it about 
ten o’clock. 
They were received by their 
brethren ef that city and assigned a place in 
the procession. 
The visitors found Pough­ 
keepsie wearing a holiday 
appearance.— 
Bunting flew from nearly every building and 
decorations of all kinds abounded on every 
side. 
Military and firemen were flitting here 
and there, bandsmen lounged about waiting 
for the show to commence,committeemen with 
badges flew about with the important air born 
of the weight of responsibility resting upon 
them, mounted marshals - galloped up and 
down, Knights Templar and Pythias aired 
their gorgeous paraphernalia and the “ citi­ 
zens generally ” stood around and looked on, 
delighted with the spectacle. The rural popu­ 
lation were out in force aud lent an animation 
to the scene which easily distinguished them 
from their less demonstrative city friends. 
The different trains arriving in the morning 
brought large delegations from abroad, the 
largest party being composed of eastern men 
who came in by a special train on the Pough­ 
keepsie & Eastern Railroad, who reached the 
city about 9:15 o’clock. 
They had been met 
by a party of Poughkeepsie gentlemen at the 
state line and were escorted by them to the 
Morgan House. 
This party numbered about 
one hundred and seventy-five, and the gentle­ 
men bore a well-to-do, “solid” appearance 
indicating that they were men of means and 
ability. 
They made the distance from Hart­ 
ford to Poughkeepsie in less than four hours, 
which is the best yet known on that route.

were most cordially entertained by the I’ough- 
keepsians. 
The procession marched through a numoer 
of streets, being greeted on every side with 
cheers from the crowds that lined the side­ 
walks. 
Tho fog which had hung over the 
land all morning, giving everything a gloomjv 
dreary appearance, became gradually dissi­ 
pated and the sun shone down bright and 
clear on the auimateil sight, the various uni­ 
forms and regalia of the different organiza­ 
tions makiug the sceue an altogether brilliant _ 
and attractive one, the only drawback being 
the sticky, nasty mud that made locomotion a 
burden and a snare and of courso. interfered 
to a certain extant with the precision of the 
processionists’ step. 
Arriving at Reynolds’ Hill, overlooking tl:c 
railroad, the river and a portion of the city, 
where the ceremony of laying the corner stone 
was to take place, the procession halted and 
formed to permit the Masonic officials to pro­ 
ceed with the services. 
The stone was 
a large granite block, accurately trimmed and 
weighing six tons, with a cavity in its side for 
theTin box to be deposited within it, contain­ 
ing the records, etc., to be preserved for the 
perusal of the daring patties whq some time 
in the centuries to come may possibly over­ 
turn the great bridge’s foundation to get a 
peep at them. A foundation of masonry had 
been prepared for the stone and it hung sus­ 
pended ¿rom a derrick ready to be lowered to 


lii place. The darrlcki were decorated with 
flags and streamers and tho hill was densely 
crowded with curious spectators, 
Everything being in readiness the form of 
laying the corner stone was proceeded with 
by the officers.of the Grand Lodge of the 
State, as follows:

As the corner 9tone was de­ 
clared laid a cannon stationed on the bill 
belched out a noMy salute and the bells of the 
city, at this pre-arranged signal, took up the 
chorus and rang out a noisy peni of rejoicing 
over the event. 
The ceremony being concluded Mayor East­ 
man announced that the guests who had invi­ 
tations to attend the banquet at the Opera 
House would meet at the Poughkeepsie Hotel, 
and the assembly dispersed. 
The carriages containing the guests then 
drove to the Poughkeepsie Hotel and soon 
after started for the Opera House, where the 
tables were spread for the banquet. 
Tills fine 
hall was gorgeously decorated for the occa­ 
sion, flags hanging- from the ceiling and 
streamers being twined about the pillars. 
The parquet was boarded over and loug ta­ 
bles arranged In the space thus prepared. On 
the tables flowers and fancy pastry abounded, 
the designs in the latter being very ornate and 
all illustrating the one idea—the bridge. 
At 
each guest’s plate stood a goblet containing 
a napkin and a haudsome and fragrant bou­ 
quet, aud the large hall was odorous with the 
perfume from the floral decorations. 
No one 
was allowed access to the banquet without a 
ticket of admission, but the hall was filled, 
every seat being takeu. 
Tickets of admission 
had been issued to the galleries, and they were 
crowded with spectators, who watched the an­ 
imated scene below with great interest.— 
.Among them were many ladies, who added a 
grace and beauty and sparkle to a scene which 
would have lacked a most attractive feature 
had they not been there. 
But then, it seemed 
rather cruel for all those great Dig men to sit 
there stowiug away the good things while the 
entlcr sex couldn't get more than a smell. 
When the guests had all been seated the 
assembly was called to order by Mayor East­ 
man, who requested Rev. Dr. Jackson, Presi­ 
dent of Trinity College, to say grace, which 
was done by the reverend gentleman. 
The 
guests then devoted themselves to the pleas­ 
ant task of demolishing the viands spread 
before them in delicious profusion, and for a 
tiinq tho work of annihilation went merrily on 
and one after another the courses appeared 
and disappeared, while lively conversation, 
jolity and wit made up a festive scene. 
Wine 
flowed like water and there seemed no end to 
the store of good things—and in some cases 
to the appetites of the banqueters. 
We no­ 
ticed the members of the press, who had a 
nice nook by themselyes, displayed wonderful 
ability in getting outside of the bountiful feast 
prepared by the liberal Poughkeepsians. But, 
poor fellows, they had wandered far and 
worked hard aud they needed a vast amount 
of pabulum to generate sufficient euergy to 
do justice to the great work in band—writing 
up that bridge. 
Tbe last course at last was reached and tho 
tallies cleared, when the toasts and speech- 
making part of the programme was in order. 
Mayor Eastman, who presided at the feast, 
made a brief address of congratulation on 
the commencement of the grand enterprise 
and of welcome to the visitors, after which 
Mr. Cyrus Swan read a number of letters from 
distinguished gentlemen who regretted their 
inability to be present.

During the banquet Eastman’s College Band, 
stationed in a gallery, give very fine selections 
of music. 
The whole arrangement was one of 
magnificence and the participators and behold­ 
ers left Poughkeepsie thoroughly inoculated 
with the idea that “ the panic” was somethin 
that hadn’t been felt there yet.

Iu the case of The People vs. Jacob Qlutlel the 
jury rendered a verdict of not guilty. 
As the 
verdict was given the audience applauded, but 
were promptly checked bv the court. 
On Wednesday morning the, first case fried 
was that of The People vs. John Bradley. 
The prisoner is indicted jointly with one John 
Keely for burning the barn of Peter D. Schoon- 
maker, near the village of Saugerttes. on the 
night of the 3d of July last. 
It was decided 
to try the prisoners separately. The attorney» 
in the case were District Attorney Carpenter 
and C. Whittaker for the people; F. L. West­ 
brook for the prisoner. 
This case dragged 
through nearly the whole day on tbe part of 
the prosecution alone. 
Tho evidence was 
that the barn was burned and the two men 
had been §een near by that night. 
Tbe Dis­ 
trict Attorney then offered to put John Keely 
on the stand to prove a statement claimed to 
have been made by Bradley the night of the 
fire, that he meant to burn the barn, and did 
burn it. 
The prisoner’s counsel strenuously 
objected to this evidence, claiming Keely could 
not be a witness so loug as there was an in. 
dlctment against him. * After considerable 
argument the court decided to sustain the ob­ 
jection. 
The District Attorney then entered 
nolle prosequi as against Keel}’, so he could 
be a witness. 
Keely refused to go on the 
witness stand until the court threatened to 
commit him, when he was sworn, but testified 
that he knew nothing whatever about the fire, 
lie said he and Bradley were together that 
night; that Bradley was drunk so he had to 
lead him along, but that Bradley said not a 
word about burning Schoonmaker’s barn. He 
further said ho had signed and sworn to a 
paper, but was forced to do it. 
(This paper 
contained the statement of Keely that Bradley 
wanted him to go along and burn ihe barn on 
the night in question.) Tho court decided it 
was not proper evidence. 
Finally the witness 
was let go, having got his clearance without 
giving any testimony against his eompanion. 
The constable was then called to prove a state­ 
ment by Bradley iu presence of the constable, 
that Keeley had made statements In regard to 
tho burning of the barn. 
The constable’s tes­ 
timony wa3 that Bradley said lie had told one, 
Mrs. Lewis they had fired tho barn, but only 
did it in fun. 
Prisoner’s counsel then asked 
the court to instruct t lie jury that there was 
not evidence sufficient to convict the prisoner. 
The court decided the case should go to the 
jury. 
The defence then brought witnesses to 
impeach the testimony of one Mrs. Lewis, 
a 
witness of the prosecution. 
It seems the pris­ 
oners that night went to the house oí Mrs. 
Lewis, who runs a place that seems to be 
somewhat fascinating to the youth of Sauger- 
ties, and the prisoners called at her house 
stating they were afraid to go home because 
they had laid out a man on the street. It was 
shown quite decidedly that Mrs. Lewis was a 
bad character. 
Counsel when summing up 
claimed a thousand dollars reward had been 
oflered by the village of Saftgcrties, aud to get 
this reward effort had been made to convict 
the prisoner—even on the smallest particle of 
proof against him. 
The jury returned a ver­ 
dict of not guilty. 
David B. Smith was then arraigned for en­ 
tering tbe house of Cornelius W. Legg on the 
night of tho 17th of last February, and taking 
therefrom some $500. 
John Hoinmel is in­ 
dicted jointly with Smith for the same offence. 
It is claimed that these two men, about eight 
o'clock on the night before mentio .cd,entered 
tbe bouse of Legg, who resides about eight 
miles from Saugerlies, and said he didn't pay 
tix enough on bis bonds. 
They then pre­ 
sented revolvers and robbed the house. There 
was no one in the house at the lime except 
L e/g and his housekeeper, Christina Lasher. 
The case was put down for trial Thursday af­ 
ternoon at two o’clock. 
John Shaulon, charged with having made 
an assault on Constable Myers, was arraigned 
and plead not guilty.
